FUELSHORTAGE 

Inadequate Supply of Heat Ex- 
pected to Cause Much 
Suffering. 



HOW THE ENEMY SiaNDS 



People Have Lesa to Eat This Winter 
Than Last, Is Belief— Two Fodder 
Discoveries — Disaffection 
In Austria. 

London.— Europe Is going to lead 
the simple life this winter and for a 
long time thereafter. There Is not a 
country that does not now realize the 
real danger of extreme food shortage. 

But food shortage Is not the only or 
In most cases the worst of the men- 
aces. The nations face and realize as 
never before the exhaustion of all nec- 
essary supplies. Although food will be 
scarce in all countries, whether bellig- 
erent or neutral, It Is" doubtful whether 
that will Impose as much hardship on 



derstun^ ln Germany Is that there 
will be * b€tter f00d supply this win- 
ter than last. The specific statements 
justify* 11 * ms ex PectatIon are highly 
unsatisffl^y- The Munich Medical 
union has declared that there will be 
less ft 0 * 1, exce Pt potatoes, this win- 
ter than last. Throughout Germany 
there I s apparently a pretty general 
belief that ttdB is true, and wide- 
spread dem and Is voiced for an In- 
crease 1° toe allowance of potatoes. 

In Germany, as iu England, the Im- 
mediate result of the harvest was a 
great Increase in the marketing of po- 
tatoes t°e consequence that in 
many phices there were uot storage 
facilities to take care of them. The 
fear Is expressed that a uot inconsider- 
able portion of the potato yield will be 
wasted, partly because of overconsump- 
"tfci in the agricultural areas and part- 
ly from inadequacy of storage facili- 
ties. So from many German authori- 
ties comes the warning that despite a 
big yield of tubers the coming winter 
Is likely to see conditions quite as bad 
regarding them, and worse as to many 
other things than last winter. 
Ominous Suggestion. 
The ominous suggestion is made by 
some of the German food authorities 
that It will uot do to be too free with 
potatoes, because later It will be neces- 
sary to mix more potato flour with ce- 
real flour to stretch the supply. Also 
as there was a short crop of fodder 
throughout the country potatoes are 
likeli to be required to feed domestic 
anlir(als.

In Europe's climate food is fnel to 
the body quite as much as it is nour- 
ishment. Sharply restricted supplies 
of food, and that of a doubtful qual- 
ity and poor variety, might be endured 
If there were plenty of fuel. It is 
when the supply of fuel, both outside 
and Inside, fails below the necessities 
of physical effort that people begin 
to suffer. 

Enrope has neither carbon for Its 
food nor carbon for its fireplaces, and 
In some respects the northern neutrals 
are even worse off than the belliger- 
ents.

Receipts scarcely suf- 
fice to take care of the privileged cus- 
tomers, invalids, nursing and expect- 1 
ant mothers, and so forth. A large 1 
share of what is actually obtained Is 1 
produced by the municipal authorities 
from their municipal dairies and 
farms. It has beeu a very expensive 
method, yet the situation is so bad 
that the town has decided to extend 
it still further. 

Dissatisfaction In Austria. 
German speaking Austria haa long 
been Jealons of the comparatively fa- 
vorable food situation ln Hungary, and 
recently the disaffection has become 
acute. It is charged that Hungary is 
feeding herself bountifully and leaving 
the rest of the empire to shift as it 
can. For whatever Hungary Is will- 
ing to send luto the German speaking 
regions outrageous prices are charged, 
and the subject has been discussed 
with painful frankness ln the legisla- | 
tive bodies of both states. 

It was said that recently lard from 
Hungary had been sold In Austria at 
nearly eight times the price It would 
have cost in Hungary. The same gen- 
eral situation prevails as to many oth- 
er Hungarian food supplies. 

The Hungarians complain with equal 
rancor that they are charged excessive 
prices for all manufactured articles 
produced iu Austria. The two gov- 
ernments have been trying to agree 
upon a general policy of leveling down 
the prices of both. But at this point 
they are confronted by the same dlffl- 
culty which has been so many times 
experienced in Germany ; no system of 
price control will stTetch inadequate

A Dresden physician who Is quoted 
as an authority, has recently dis- 
cussed the German food situation as 
regards the requirements and supplies 
of various classes of consumers. He 
finds that children up to eight 
years of age ire receiving a reason- 
ably satisfactory ration, but the 
amount allowed to those from eight to 
eighteen Is uttedy Insufficient and that 
the shortage seriously threatens the 
physical vitality of the next genera- 
tion. 

Some of the German jurisdictions 
have recently announced that newly 
married couples will be granted a 
double food allowance for the first six 
weeks of their married life 1 Else- 
where provision has been made to 
double the food allowances of nursing 
and expectant mothers. 

Two Fodder Discoveries. 
The effort to find fodder for aulmals 
has started the professors on many 
Investigations and Inquiries. Doctor 
Degen, director of the seed testing sta- 
tion in Budapest, claims to have dis- 
covered two valuable articles of fod- 
der. He writes: 

The searush (Bolboschaenus marl- 
tlmus) was known, as regards the part 
above ground, as a fodder equal ln 
value to straw. Recent experiments 1 
have, however, shown that the tubers 
growing on the roots underground are 
far more valuable. They come very 
near to tho horse chestnut in the 
amount of raw protein, raw fat and 
starch contents, without the bitterness. 
If they are used for the manufacture 
of spirits thq wash, either wet or 
dried, can also be used for fodder. 

"The pond bullrush (Schnenopleo- 
tus lacustrls) also contains a valu- 
able underground organ. The horizon- 
tal roots, containing a great quantity 
of starch, form a good concentrated 
fodder. If used Iu distilleries ltd 
wash Is not so valuable as that from 
the searush. But In a time of need 
It is a raw mnterlal that can be used 
for various purposes." 

Milk famine confronts all Europe. 
Tho situation has long been bad, and 
grows steadily worse everywhere. 
Thero Is constant and Increasing con- 
flict between the various state and mu- 
nicipal authorities dealing with the 
food question throughout Germany. i n 
this regard tho German situation i 8 
much more complicated aud difficult 
to handle than the English. 

Tho stato and municipal govern- 
ments In Gerrouny nro very Jealous of 
their authority in their respective Ju- 
risdictions, and the federal authorities 
daro not or cannot Imposo universal 
t'ORulntlons upon them. In Saxony ar- 
rnugi'inents have been mndo to roim- 
bnrno fnrmnrs who would import from 
otlHT atntoM cowa and heiferH In calf.

'li/!LViutoo^«r«tate'8 control Is be- 
ing extended to almost all food sup- 
plies. There are Indications that the 
rationing system is going to be estab- 
lished before winter shall have far ad- 
vanced.. The use of fat and margarine 
by bakers and confectioners and by 
hotels, restaurants and clubs In pre- 
paring food has been prohibited. The 
government has guaranteed prices for 
wheat, rye, oats, barley, etc. 

As to crops uot available for food 
the areas that may be planted have 
beeu strictly limited; iu some cases 
to uot more than 40 or 50 per cent of 
the plantings of normal years. A pre- 
mium has been offered for increased 
areas of laud under the plow. The 
government Ingoing to requisition the 
entire crop of sugar beets, the factories 
will convert them Into sugar, and this 
will be turned over to the government 
at a fixed price for distribution. The

greatest agricultural producing and 
exporting countries In the world, It Is 
now confronted with shortage of al- 
most everything. The country's but- 
ter production has decreased alarming- 
ly, aud there Is a demand for ration- 
ing. The government Is undertaking 
to subsidize the production of butter 
so as to reduce prices ; that Is, to ap- 
ply to butter practically the same rule 
that was applied to bread In England. 
The English government Is subsidizing 
bread to the extent of about $40,000,- 1 
000 a year, thus making It possible to 
sell the English loaf of war bread for 
four and one-half cents. 

Iu Norway the government and the 
local food authorities are working to 
perfect a rationing system In time to 
save the country from disaster this 
winter. At ChrlstlaDla a big scheme 
for storing reserves of food has been 
worked out aud some 25 warehouses Iu 
various parts of the city are being 
stocked. Under a law passed Inst May 
the government has establshed a mo- 
nopoly of the Import of wheat, barley, 
oats, rye, beans, peas and lentils and 
other grains and meal used for human 
food except rice and potatoes.

Even Dreadnaughts Made to Appear 
as Something but the Monsters 
They Are — Navy. Men Like 
Gray the Best. 

By J. M. DA1GER, 

Correspondent Chicago News. 
Norfolk, Va.— "And what Is that old 
tab lying over there, captain?" 

"That happens to be a brand new 
torpedo boat destroyer that has Just 
arrived to be manned and put Into Im- 
mediate service." 

The thing that made me call the new 
destroyer an old tub is the thing that 
makes the commander of a German 
U-boat look through his periscope and 
remark: **A fine morning, but not a 
ship In sight" If the next instant 
finds the submarine banked straight 
down into Davy Jones' locker, it Is be- 
cause the commander failed to launch 
a torpedo at the "fine morning" and 
because the "fine morning" got In Its 
shot first. 

It Is the naval camouflage — the 
painting of ships to look at a short dis- 
tance like what they are not and at 
a long distance like nothing at alL 
Even a SuperdreadnauohL 
Impossible as It might seem to make 
euperdreadnaughts appear anything 
but the monsters they are, there are 
nevertheless processes of camouflage 
for them. It is obvious that details 
as to what designs are being used on 
various types of ships are not for pub- 
lication, especially In view of the fact 
that experimental schemes for having 
ships soil in false colors— not under 
them — are constantly being tried out. 

I saw one of the largest of the naval 
colliers, which has several times 
crossed the Atlantic since America's 
entry Into the war, that had a very 
i simple scheme of camouflage in which 
only grays were used. Simple in con- 
ception and execution, apparently, but 
I It had an amazing effect on the ap- 
pearance of the ship a short distance 
at sea, and from what happened at 
that short distance I have no doubt the 
collier was lost to the eye when It got 
much farther away. 

The older naval officers Incline to 
the opinion that the regulation navy 
| gray by itself is better than any caraon- 
ffiige Uiut Tuc- artiSts-V 
and they are frankly skeptical about 
these riots of color and freak designs 
that the scientific application of one 
of the fine arts is smearing over their 
ships. 

The camouflage used by a great 
many merchantmen is familiar to ev- 
eryone who has observed the shipping 
In the harbors along the Atlantic coast. 
These vessels close up look like 
scrambled rainbows or like the palette 
of an artist In his cups. The weather 
has much to do with the power of 
these gay colors to create optical Illu- 
sions. 

It is almost Impossible for people 
living comfortably in large cities to 
Imagine the hardships which the men 
who watch our coasts are suffering at 
this time of year. Twenty degrees be- 
low zero In the Rocky mountains Is 
not so cold as the weather around the 
capes. The government has supplied 
the hundreds of men on the patrol 
boata, the submarine chasers and the 
mine sweepers with their allotment of 
winter clothing, but they need knitted 
articles. 

Sometimes Mu6t Let It Sink. 

Should disaster overtake a ship the 
rules in the district office at Norfolk 
say the first consideration must be the 
war needs of the country. One vessel 
must not risk danger to save another. 
The conservation of ships and of men, 
not the chivalry and the courage and 
the heroism of the sea, must guide the 
decision of those who would save a 
shipwrecked crew. If the number of 
lives Involved Is very great — great 
enough to Justify the risk of a smaller 
number of lives — then the rescue may 
be- attempted. But If there Is doubt 
that a rescuing party will itself return 
from a perilous Journey to snve a small 
number of lives, then the war time rule 
Is firm.

Rejected Many Times by Recruiting 
Officers In United States and Can- 
ada on Account of Small Size 
—Wants Blood for Blood. 

Camp Gordon, Ga.— There la one lad 
wearing khaki in this camp who en- 
tered the army with a fixed determin- 
ation to avenge a deeply seated pri- 
vate wrong. 

He is Lawrance R. Cavell of Chi- 
cago, first cousin and boyhood compan- 
ion of Edith Caveil, the English Red 
Cross nurse whose execution at the 
hands of a German firing squad In 
Brussels sent a thrill of horror through 
the world. 

It was no easy matter for young Oa- 
vell to break into the army. Not un- 
til after several vain attempts, both in 
the United States and In Canada, did 
he succeed In getting himself straight- 
ened out on the first quarter of the 
course which he expects to lead to the 
satisfaction of his desire for revenge. 

At the time of the murder of his 
cousin he was only eighteen and small 
for his years. His father had been en- 
gaged In business in Chicago Bince he 
had transplanted the family from the 
native heath In the county of Kent, 
England, some years before. Kent was 
also the ill fated nurse's home, and as 
a very small boy young Cavell had de- 
veloped an admiration and affection 
for his cousin, some ten or fifteen years 
hl« senior, that bordered almost on 
adoration. 

Rejected by Canada. 
Inexpressibly shocked by the news 
of his cousin's atrocious death, the 
boy immediately presented himself to 
the agents of the Canadian recruiting 
forces In Chicago for enlistment in 
the overseas service, but he was re- 
jected on account of his age and size — 
he was many pounds underweight He 
even went to Canada and brought all 
the political Influence he could com- 
pass to bear in order to carry out his 
purpose, but again was turned down. 
No one could have hailed the en- 
ice of America Into the war with 
iore real Joy than he. It would give 
his long awaited opportunity to 
in some recompense for the murder 
his cousin. He thought He was 
I aln doomed to Jdlsappolntmeht A re- 
1 ultmg~oineer toia mm mar ne wu 
o small, Nothing daunted, he car- 
d his case to Washington in person 
y»aid the matter was placed before the 
war department through an influential 
army officer in Chicago. 

Permission was given him to volun- 
t eer in the signal corps, and this he 
d In Chicago last June. He has Just 
4/een transferred to Camp Gordon as a 
member of the outpost company of the 
1^7th signal battalion under Major 
H'eraphiil. Eagerly devoting himself 
t»j his duties and apt to learn, he al- 
ready has been scheduled for the rank 
of top sergeant In his company. He 
also has developed his physique until 
now he Is as hardy as the best soldier 
in the array. He hopes for a transfer 
to the aviation section, as It Is the goal 
of his ambition to hurl bombs on the 
Boches from the air. 

A visitor to Camp Gordon this week 
to see his son, Cavell's father called 
on Captain Allen of the outpost com- 
pany and recited the story of Law- 
rence's long baffled determination of 
revenge, a thing the boy himself had 
been too modest to do. 

Like Older Sister to Him. 
The father said the lad had been 
brought up In the same house In Kent 
with Miss Cavell, and that her rela- 
tionship to him was rather that of a 
devoted elder sister than of a cousin. 

"It matters not what branch of serv- 
ice I am In," the boy told his father. 
"I shall die satisfied only when I have 
drawn blood for blood, and I pray God 
to live to see that day. I expect to. 
He will answer my prayer. 

"Edith was murdered without a 
hearing In cold blood by the kaiser. 
She was an English girl, and they 
sang the hate song over her deod body. 
I expect to sing the song of hate over 
the dead bodies of Germans. No snc- 
rlflco is too great, no punishment too 
severe, no hardship too trying; death 
itself a coveted reward, Just so I am 
permitted to put bullets Into German 
hearts as thnt firing squad under or- 
ders put them into my cousin's heart 
I am In the war for a purpose and I 
shall accomplish It" 

Deeply grulned as his hatred of the 
Teuton race had grown, Mr. Cavell 
snld that his Hon hnd no qunrrel with 
individual Germans. Scores of them In 
Chicago, ho added, had expressed to 
Ws family their horrified resentment 
of the execution of Miss Cavell.

Clothes From Peat 
A very Interesting and economical- 
ly valuable invention, in the field of 
"substitute materials," has recently 
seen the Hght in Sweden. A process 
has now been perfected there for the 
manufacture of a strong textile ma- 
terial from peat fiber. The Inventor 
began to study this process 20 years 
ago, but so far, his methods were ham- 
pered by the drawback that the pro- 
cess of manufacture was much too 
costly; be was therefore unable to 
turn his idea to any practical use. In- 
duced by the war, however, he resumed 
his experiments, and has now at last 
succeeded In making dress material 
from peat on a large scale. These 
peat fabrics are somewhat cheaper 
than those of artificial wooL and they 
are said to be of great durability. A 
faetory for the working of the process 
wholesale is about to be erected.

Sewing Machines In Arabia. 
The sale of sewing machines In 
Arabia has Increased since the war 
begun, owing In part to the demand 
of Red Cross organizations. A recent 
shipment of 600 American machines, 
according to a correspondent, will be 
disposed of as follows: One hundred 
In Aden, 200 In Abyssinia, 100 in Bed 
Sea ports and 200 In the Persian Gulf 
district. There Is also an Increased 
demand on the park of the natives. 
Germany formerly supplied the terri- 
tory with cheap machines, but the 
stocks of these are low, and American 
products now lead. Foot-power sew- 
ing machines are In growing prefer- 
ence over the hand-operated type, but 
electrically-driven machines cannot be 
sold, as there Is no general electric 
service plant In Aden. Dust and rust 
are difficulties experienced In the use 
of the machines In the Arabian cli- 
mate.

Alcohol for Fuel. 

A committee of Australian scientists 
Is investigating the possibilities of 
commercial alcohol In place of gaso- 
line as a fuel for Internal combus- 
tion engines, notes a correspondent. 
They' find that an engine can easily 
be run on alcohol and that Its thermal 
efficiency, when so run, is somewhat 
higher than with gasoline fuel. How- 
ever, they also find that alcohol must 
be far cheaper by the pound than gaso- 
line, and somewhat cheaper by the 
quart, If It Is to be as economical a 
fuel In temns of dollars and cents. 
Moreover, an engine will not start 
from a cold condition on alcohol.

HARD. Fifi HT TO G Ei ftWAY 

Woman Has Harrowing Experiences 
in Trying to Leave Country- 
Says People Are Fleeing 
When They Can. 

San Francisco.— The real conditions 
In the fatherland were described here 
by Mrs. George B. Szndelskl, the Ger- 
man wife of an American soldier. 
Mrs. SzadelskI arrived here after a 
nlucky fight of over five months to 
get herself nnd three children out of 
Germany and over here, where she 
could join her husband, who Is with 
the quartermaster's corps, United 
States army, at Honolulu. 

'Germany Is starving. Her people 
do not want war, and are fleeing the 
country when they can. Not so much 
the war, but food and where It Is to 
come from Is what the German people 
are thinking of," said Mrs. SzadelskI. 

"When the people crowd up too eag- 
erly' In the street, waiting to get their 
small bit of food, men come out with 
whips, or pour hot water on them to 
make them orderly. That Is In the 
town. of Mecklenburg; there we stand 
waiting two hours or more in rain or 
snow. But In Berlin it Is worse, and 
men and women wait In line all night 
Buy With Cards. 

"All things are bought by cards, 
even clothing and shoes. If I need a 
new suit or my little boy needs new 
underwear, I must go to the officials 
and explain the need and show them 
the worn things. 

"A grown man or woman gets hall 
a pound of meat a week, a tenth of a 
pound of butter and three pounds of 
bread. This bread Is made of pota- 
toes and a kind of green turnip, and Is 
so soggy that only a little can be eaten 
at a time. There Is no coffee, except 
a kind made from the turnip, and 
there Is no rice. One gets a fourth of 
a pound of sugar, and there Is no soap 
at all. 

"Famine? There's a famine now. 
The rich — yes, the rich can buy a 
goose, but they must pay for It 175 
marks (about $44). I have seen wild 
ravens sold In Berlin for three and 
one-half marks. Everything Is much 
worse than America thinks. 

"Yet there will be no revolution. 
That Is because there are no men nt 
home to make a revolution. The wom- 
en look nt one another nnd shake theli 
heads. 'When the men come back,' Is 
the wo;d they pass around. We have 
men o£ fifty and seventy for home de 
fense, and as doctors and officials. 
And we have boys of fourteen. Al' 
other men are In the army." 

Mrs. SzadelskI said she never re 
celved $500 which her husband sent 
her last February. A woman frienii 
of hers who went to the authorities 
for money sent from America was told 
that nd more money from the source 
would be given to any private person." 
Do Not Want War. 
"The people do not want war, but 
what can they do? ' They cannot even 
say what they think or there would 
soon be chains around their necks. 

"Yet there Is bitter feeling against 
America. I would be sorry for any 
American soldier that falls Into the 
hands of the Germans, either the sol- 
diers or the people. That Is because 
the newspapers talk always of the 
evil-doing of America — and the people 
believe what they rend. They begun 
hating America long ago, when they 
heard It was aiding England. It Is not 
France so much, but England nnd 
Araerlcn that Germany hates." 

Sergeant SzadelskI had been an 
American soldier for years before he 
met and married the little German 
woman, during a visit to Germany sev- 
eral years ngo, but he left Just before 
the war. This led to suspicions that 
he was nn American spy, and so when 
his wife wished to leave Germany last 
Mny she hnd nn Immense deal of red 
tape to untnngle. For ^ month she 
had to go before the police each day? 
then she was summoned to Berlin. 
At the Danish border every scrap of 
paper but her passport was taken 
hwny, and In Copenhngen she was re- 
ceived coldly by the American lega- 
tion, because they would not believe 
that the wife of nn American soldier 
would speak only Germnn. After cor- 
respondence with Secretnry Lnnslng 
and others, the legation was flnnlly 
•onvlnccd thht she was not a spy, nnd 
die was permitted to sail for New 
fork. She will leave In a few days 
with their three children for Hono- 
lulu.

They 
have taken the doorplates and piano 
ornaments from the homes of Brus- 
sels and the splendid bronze horses 
from the Avenue Louise. They have 
taken the chimes from Isegnem and 
Routers, from Bruges and a dozen 
villages. 

The bells are being made Into guns. 
When next day they speak It will be 
In a roar that means ruin to the very 
fields over whoso harvests they so long 
have rung the curfew and the angelus. 

The bells have always meant much 
to Flanders. A wealthy lowland beset 
by greedy neighbors, the little kingdom 
has countless times been warned of 
marching enemies by the clamor from 
a steeple. In days of peace the Flem- 
ish developed their chimes Into the 
lively lilt of the carillons which made 
tbelr guilds of ringers noted through- 
out Europe. To hold the carillons 
they built some of the noblest towers 
the world has seen, and when tho 
towersvwere bollt the cities vied wjth 
each other in filling them with noblo 
bells. There were forty bronze voices 
In the tower of Bruges cathedral and 
the same number at Louvaln, There 
were forty-four at Mnlines and nlmoHt 
a hundred In Antwerp's Notre Dame.

A bushel of corn will buy more for- 
tlllzer now than It would In 1914. 
Every purchase must be considered on 
the basis of relative values ruther 
than dollar values. 

The high quotations for spring fer- 
tilizers have caused many farmers to 
ask whether it will be possible to use 
fertilizers at a profit next season. The 
answer to this question may be found 
by a comparison of the relative pur- 
chasing power of crops before the war 
and at the present time.

HAVE ADVANCED. 



Cannon and crops use the sum* 
food. Six hundred thousand ton? 
of nitrates went to make explosives 
last year, in the United . States 
alone. 

Sulphuric acid necessary for the 
manufacture of acid phosphate Is 
normally made from Spanish sul 
phur ores. Submarines have now 
almost entirely cut off this supply. 

Brimstone, used as a substitute 
source of sulphur, must be trans- 
ported by rail at great expense 
from Loulslanla and Texas, star* 
the government has found It neces- 
sary to commandeer sulphur-carry- 
ing boats. 

Large quantities of phosphate 
rock from Florida and Tennessee 
must now go by rail at high freight 
rates. Uncle Sam needs the boats. 

Higher labor, machinery, coal 
and supply costs have caused a gen- 
eral advance In all raw materials, 
varying from 25 to 100 per cent
